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THE WEATHER BULLETIN. 


Issued by the Chief Signal Office—The ‘Pros- 
pects. 

Washincron, August 21.—The following 
is the weather crop bulletin of the signal office 
for the week nding, August 20. 

Temperature during the week .ending Au- 
gust 20th—It has been slightly warmer than 
usual throughout the southein states and Ohio 
valley, and coolerthan usual throughout the 
lake region and upper Mississippi and 
Missouir valleys, the average daily tempera- 
ture in the last named district ranging 
from two to four degrees below normal. In 
New England, the middle Atlantic states and 
on the Pacific coast the temperature differed 
but slightly from the normal. 

The daily average temperature for the sea- 
son, from January Ist to August 20th, has 
ranged from one to two degrees above the 
normal in the central valleys, and‘it has been 
slightly cooler than usual at the stations on 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts, and from Lake 
Superior westward to Montana.

An Ocoasionof Rare Significance 
in Mexico. 


A REVIVAL OF THE INDIAN FEELING 


Caused by the Unveiling of a Mottument to 
the Last of the Aztec Emperors— -

Ciry of Mexico, August 21.—The uanveil- 
ing of the statue of ‘Cuauhotomoe, the last of 
the Aztec emperors, this morning, was the oc- 
casion of unusual interest and significance.

A PRETTY WOMAN'S PERIL. 


Mrs. Ella Dinsmore on Trial for Murder in 
the Oil Regions. 

Om City, August 21.—On April 5 2 great 
sensation was produced throughout the oil re- 
rions by the killing of J.C. Davis by David 
King at the residence of Mrs. Elia Dinsmore, 
in St. Petersburg, Clarion county. Davis was 
a wealthy oil operator. King was.a dashing, 
handsoni@® man about town, and Mrs. Dins- 
more ‘was a stylish, ‘fine-loeoking “woman, 
neither pure as snow nor chaste as ice. King 
was arrested, and, after a sensational trial at 
Clarion, was fourld guilty of niurder‘in the first 
degree. Since then he has been -locked up, 
awaiting sentence. ‘The trial developed test i- 
mony which pointed {to a conspiracy between 
Mrs. Dinsmore and King to,put Davis out of 
the way, and after the convietion of King Mrs. 
Dinsmore was arrested, at 1l-o’clockat night, 
in her room at the Loomis house, where sie 
was stopping with her ‘danghter Lillian, a 
handsome girl of 16. ‘Last week the grand 
jury found a true bill against her for being an 
accessory before the fact, and she is now on 
trial for her life. 

Mrs. Dinsmore is thirty-five years of age. 
She is attended by her daugliter, Lillian, and 
her mother, Mrs. Phillips, of Russellburg, 
Warren county, Pa., aged seventy-sever years. 
Thestory of the killing is an interesting one. 
Davis had returned from St. Louis, where he 
had been to attempt a reconciliation with his 
wife, who had refused to live with him on ac- 
count of his infatuation for Mrs. Dinsmore. 
His mission was unsuccessful. King had sup- 
planted him inthe affections of Mrs. Dins- 
more, andthe two men met on the street and 
had an angry conversation. King went to the 
residence of Mrs. Dinsmore and was:soon fol- 
lowed by Dayis. A few minutes after the lat- 
ter entered the house a pistol shot was heard 
and Davis was found dead on the floor with a 
bullet hole in his eye and King’s pistol be- 
side him. Davis was blind in one eye, 
and the supposition is that King had 
aimed at this defective eye and fired.. Davis 
had a pistol at the time, and Mrs, Dinsmore 
testified that he had pressed the muzzle 
against her head, threatening to kill her, and 
at the time: he was shot he had his body part 
way through a door-which he was trying to 
force open to ‘kill King. King swore to the 
same story, and said he shot in self-defense. 

The theory was set up by the lawyers that 
Davis had been inveigled to Mrs. Dinsmore’s 
house, and there taunted finto afrage by King 
and the woman, and then deliberately mur- 
dered by them to get possession of his property, 
among which was the house in which Mrs. 
Dinsmore tived. There was little evidence to 
bear out this theory, but the jury found a ver- 
dict aceordingly, and Mrs. Dinsmore’s arrest 
followed. There isa great deal of interest 
throughout the oil regions in-the-trial, and the 
court room is crowded daily. 


CONVICTS RECAPTURED, 


One of Thém Almost Unrecegnizable Be 
cause of the Loss of His Beard. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 21.—[Special.]— 
Officers Casteen and Turner came back from 
Louisville with Ed. H. Johnson, the noted 
express robber, who was returned to his cell in 
the penitentiary. Johnson formerly had a 
long ey but.is now clean-shaven, and how 
he was ever recognized is a mystery. 

While Casteen and Turner were walking 
along Main street in Louisville they came face 
to face with John Scott, in ¢harge of a Louis- 
ville policeman. Scott was a leader of the 
great East Nashville burglar band, wily was 
recently convicted of numérous robberies and 
sent up for sixteen years. He escaped from 
the Coal Creek mines and has since been in 
hiding. He is now charged with robbing four- 
teen houses in Louisville, and has still over fif- 
teen years to serve here. He will be sent back 
to Tennessee.

Lord Rosebery at Man- 
chester touched a sympathetic note when he 
said he had known the liberal party in power, 
prosperity and affiuence, but never when it 
was so _ strong in all real elements of 
political life as now. The practical politician 
came out in the repetition of his former remark 
thatthe country would insist on the liberal 
party being reunited whether the leaders 
united or not. Lord Rosebery miglit, had fhe 
chosen, have claimed this as a fulfilled pre- 
diction. Heclosed as usual with another plea 
for conciliation and reunion. 

Mr. Gladstone’s declaration in favor of the 
channel tunnel is, whatever @le may be said 
of ‘it, a tactical mistake. “Till he spoke, the 
great majority of Englishmen regarded the 
tunne] scheme as dead and buried and took a 
humorous view of Sir Edward Watkins’s fitful 
eifort at resurrection. Mr. -Gladstone’s 
language revives their fears. There are 
large numbers of Englishmen who consider 
the question whether a tunnel shall be made 
under the channel as considerably more vital 
than the question whether Ireland shall have 
home rule. The effeet of Mr. Gladstone’s un- 
called-for profession of faith in this scheme 
will be to alienate the votes of such English- 
men. He will have to explain that, in future, 
asin the past, he will give effect to his person- 
al predilection in favor of a project which the 
soberest section of the community re- 
gard as involving serious risk. His last gov- 
ernment threw out Watkins’s bill in deference 
to the opinion of the committee which reported 
against it. If he will pledge himself now to 
do as much again, the mischief this platonic 
opinion is likely to occasion may, in @ measure, 
be obviated. But many of his friends who 
concern themselves with practical es re- 
eret that it should have been uttered.

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MRS. CHAPIN’S BADGE. 
Ex-President Jefferson Davis. 
Still Insists That 


HE DID ‘NOT APPROVE ‘PROHIBITION, 


But Adhered to What He Had Said in His 


New Orieans, La.,, August 21.—[{Special. | 
The camp-ground incident, where Jefferson 
Davis was seen riding home with the badge of 
the Women’s Christion ‘Temperance union 
pinned to his coat, has been extremely com- 
mented on, and much of the comment has been 
very distasteful to the ex-chief of the late con- 
federacy. , 

At a prohibition meeting at Alexandria this 
week, Rev. Dr. Parker repeated his version of 
the incident, which evoked from Mr. Davis an 
indignant reply under date of August 19, and 
which is printed in the Picayune to-day. He 
characterizes Dr. Parker’s statement as untrue 
and continues: 

**T had a conversation with Mrs. Chapin at 
the dinner table, and stated in various forms 
my objections to the remedy which the tem- 
perance union propose for the viee-of intem- 
perance. Toher public lecture I listened at- 
tentively. It was a powerful exposition of 
the vice of intemperance and of its evil con- 
sequences. At the close of her lecture I took 
a seat by her, and oxpressed my concurrence 
in all she had said. She had not used the 
word prohibition, and my indorsement did not 
go to that extent, as, according to my view,there 
were adequate remedies which I preferred. 
She expressed herself gratified at my concur- 
rence in her lecture, and asked me to enroll 
my name in her book. This I declind to 
do. She then offered to me the badge 
which she wore, and upon my decining that 
also, she asked me to take it, to my wife, of 
whose sympany with the erganization she rep- 
resented, she had been made aware by Miss 
Willard. I didn’t and could not object to be 
ing the medium through which she would 
send the badge to my wife, and she pinned it 
upon the lappel of my coat. The letter to 
Governor Lubbock was written four days be- 
fore I heard the lecture of Mrs. Chapin, and 
was fresh in my'mind, asa deliberate expres- 
sion of opinion when I went to the seashore 
camp grounds, and that letter contained noth- 
ing inconsistent with the approval of strongest 
expressions against drunkenness.”’

In his letter to Colonel F. R. Lubbock, Mr. Davis 
did not advocate the use nor favor the sale of li- 
quor. Mr. Davis denounced the modern idea that 
the government may interfere with the private and 
domestic affairs of the citizen uhder the pretense of 
& paternal care for the morals and good order of the 
people. He deplored the evil of intemperance, but 
reminded the Texans that they already had “local 
option,’’ and insisted that “to destroy individual 
liberty and moral responsibility would be to eradi- 
cate one evil by the substitution of another which 
would be more fatal than that for which it was of 
fered as a remedy. 

Doubtless the letter did have much infinence in 
the election. Aside from its scaid doctrines, it 
was written by one whom the people of the south- 
ern states naturally honor above all others, and 
who is loved by them for his domestic virtues as 
much as they admire him for his many extraordi- 
nary qualities asan historical character. 

When the United States government wisely deci- 
ded not to try Jefferson Davis for treason it and all 
its citizens was estopped from treating him as differ- 
ent from the mass of southern, people of whom he 
was merely the ablest representative and servant. 
If patriotism consists in love of country and loyalty 
to the existing institutions, it is not too much to say 
that Jefferson Davis is today more sineerely and dis- 
interestedly a patriot than are many of the blatant 
office-hunting demagogues who seek to make politi- 
car @ vpital by the denunciations of the ex-chief of 
the confederacy, If he were a republican he would

The man seem- 
ed flurried by his faintness and weak, and the 
humane person who had remained by his side 
took him toa restaurant and saw him proper- 
ly fed. It was in a burst of gratitede and con- 
fidence at being so well treated that the eolor- 
ed man told a tale so utterly marvelous as to 
be utterly unworthy of credence were it not 
corroborated by known facts. 

It was sitting in the common after he had 
dined that he said: ‘I have had trouble with 
my neck and been subject to fainting speils 
ever since [ was hanged in Arkansas.”’ 

The expression was startling enough to make 
anyone think the man was crazy; but he was 
circumstantial as to details of time and place, 
and it isa Well known fact that a negro was 


legally hanged three years ago in Arkansas for 
assauit on a white woman and afterwards re 


covered consciousness. . 

The case attracted much attention at the 
time. As published then the negro was sus 
spended for 20 minutes after the drop of the 
old-fashioned platform gallows fell and the 
body was given by the sheriff .to the father 
of the young man who, with some friends, 
was waiting near by with the wagon. It was 
the intention to take him to the settlement 
where he formerly lived and bury him there. 
This settlement was 14 miles from the 
county seat, at which the hanging took 
place, and was through a lonely piece of coun- 
try. When the wagon was nearly at home 
the father of the supposed corpse and ‘his 
friends were startled by groans coming 
from under the tarpaulin, thrown over the 
supposed dead man, and his struggles to get 
from'under it. As goon as they had recovered 
from their a they went back to the wagon, 
from which they had fled, and helped the 
legally dead man up, gave him a drink from 
the omnipresent jug of whisky and took him 
home. Instead of leaving the settlement at 
once, the hanged man stayed around his old 
home, and the superstitious colored people de- 
manded his rearrest and the completion of the 
hanging. The case was taken to the governor, 
and pending discussion as to the right of the 
authorities to take cognizance of the existence 
of a convict who had been pronounced legally 
dead, the man fled and has been a wanderer 
ever since.

People laughed at Doctor Morrison, in China, 
for preaching there seven years without a sin- 
gie conversion; but there are fifteen thousand 
Christians in China today. People laughed at 
the missionaries for preaching at Tahiti for fif- 
téen years without a single conversion, and at 
the missionaries for preaching in Bengal seven- 
teen years without a single 
ail those lands there are multitudes of Chris- 
tians today. 

But why gosofar to find evidences of the 
Gospel’s power to save asoul? ‘We are wit- 
nesses.’"’ We were so prond that no man could 
have humbled us: we were so hard that no 
earthly power could have melted us; angels of 
God were a!l around about us, they could not 
overcome us; but one day. perhaps at a Meth- 
odist anxious seat, or at a Presbyterian cathe- 
chetical lecture, or at the burial, or on horse- 
back, a power seized us, and made us get 
down, and made

WHITE HORSES AND THE HEAT. 


Who Ever Saw a White or Gray Horse Over 
come by the Sun’s Rays? 
From the Philadelphia News. 

“Did you ever see a white or a gray horse 
overcome by the heat?’ asked a well known livery 
stab'e keeper yesterday. 

The gentleman to whom the question was direct- 
ed put on his thinking cap. The rarity of such an 
occurrence had never before suggested itself to him, 
and although he was among thousands of horses ev- 
ery day and had seen hundreds overcome, he could 
not recall a single instance in which a white or & 
gray horse had been prostrated by the sun's rays. 

“The cases of prostration among white and gray 
horses are very rare,” continued the horseman. 
“We have forty or fifty of them among the one hun- 
dred and fifty we employ and I never knew of but 
one that gave out from the effects of the héat in my 
experience ot twenty yearsin a stable. This, too, 
was hardly a fair case, asthe horse was pulling a 
heavy coupe, which was overloaded, up one of 
Fairmount’s steep hills, His illness was only mo- 
mentary, and as soon as he received a little care he 
was all right again. 

“Can I account for it? 

‘@Vell, not exactly. But I suppose that white or 
gray does not attract the heat like darker colors. 
You have probably noticed this in your dress, A 
black, shiny-surfaced coat seems to burn into your 
very flesh, while a garment of light-colored cloth 
appears cool and breezy. This is probably why 
white or gray horses stand the heat better. They 
are not so susceptible to the sun’s rays. 

‘Keep a sharp lookout afier this, and you will see 
that cases where white or gray horses succumb to 
the hcat‘are as rare as the ‘dead donkey’ in Ene 
gland.”’ 

A veterinary surgeon, speaking on the same sub- 
ject, said that the liveryman’s theory that the light 
colors did not attract the heat so readily as the 
darker ones, was correct, 

“This is well known,” said the surgeon, ‘in many 
of the countries where the climate is warm, and 
tcr this reason alone horses of dark colors are rarely 
seen. In Cuba white, gray orsorrel horses bring high 
ices, while blacks and dark Days can te bought 
orasong. The people of the wealthier class will 
not buy them at all, and, as a consequence, no dark 
horses are brou cht into the eountry, ?

different manner from what it now is. <An- 
other reason for believing it to be marder is 
the fact that on yesterday afternoon, he was 
seen With a bag on his shoulder, walking down 
the track just in rear of Hamburg, in» compa- 
ny with an unknown nrulatto negro. He was 
never known to drmk, and itis barely possi- 
ble that asober man would lie down to sleep 
on the railroad track when within twe miles of 
his home. The opinion as to his death is,how- 
ever, divided, and the true cause will proba- 
bly never be known.

The First Wife Acts as Housekeeper for the 
Second.

On Colonel S. H. Hawkins’s Furlow planta- 
tion, in this county, lives one of the most re- 
markable old colored .couples that we have 
heard of recently. Artemus Tucker and his 
wife Narcissus are well known among the 
— negroes in that section, and none ecom- 
mand more respect from their race than they. 
Art, as he is familiarly called, is eighty years 
old, and for the past fifty-three consecutive 
years has lived on the place. He has held the 
responsible position of stock feeder for nearly 
nineteen years, and is still the trusted custe- 
diam of the barn keys. Seventeen years ago 
his then present wile got tired of him and gave 
him to Nareissus, the ‘‘present incumbent,’’ 
with whom hehas since lived happily. His 
first wife resides with them and does their 
washing and general house work. When Art 
collects his wages at the end of the year he 
gives every dollar of it to his 
wife, who makes occasional trips to 
town to purchase the few necessaries required. 
Art cannot remember the day that he has been 
to town, staying always at home and attending 
strictly to his duties. 

Narcissus, his queen, is nearly sixty years 
old and tips the beam at four hundred and 
twenty pounds in her stockings, while her leige 
lord scarcely weighs one hundred pounds. She 
is as black as a raven and in evéry sense a ty- 
pical Georgia darky. Her only duty is to 
milk the cows and attend to the butter, and 
not a small numberof our citizens can attest 
the fact that it is a dutywell performed. Since 
the A. P. and L. road reached the station near 


the plantation she once tried to enter. one of, 


the coaches forthe purpose ef coming to town,, 
but the door was not near large enough to ad- 
mit her and she was compelled to ride in on a 
flat car. Sheis very piously inclined and at- 
tends church every Sunday, at which time a 
two-horse wagon is furnished her, which by the 
way she fills comfortably, and thus prepared 
she rides through the plantation to the little 
log church with as much pride at the distinc- 
tion shown her as would Queen Victoria. She 
is a queer old genius, and with her “old man” 
hopes to live on and finally to be buried on

WHAT DOES IT MEAN? 
The Discovery of a Singular Ex~ 
Cavation tn Oconee County. 


PROBABLY MADE BY THE ‘RED ‘MAN. 


—_————— 

So Old that the Oldest Inhabitant Kuaows 

Nothing of It—Either a fort or a 
Shaft to w Mine. 


Atuens, Ga., August 21.. Specia].]—The 
Banner gays that in Ccoate cotater task inte 
Shoals, on the river, Hog Mouritian ‘rosd, is a 
place of peculiarand historical interest. We 
refer to the place now owned by ‘Mrs. Matilda 
A. Thomas, and where she now resides. The 
house of this lady is one of the oldest .in. this 
section of the state, and was once used as a 
fort by the early’ settlers, as a place of refuge 
against hostile Indians. The Appalaches 
river, less than'a mile from this place, was the 
dividing line between the white and Indian 
territory, and the hostile redskins would make 
frequent raids into the white settlement. .This 
house is built of large hewn logs, in which port 
holes were cut forthe. guns. After passing 
this house, going towards Jug Tavern, you 
come to a Short and abrupt hill, leading down 
toacreek. Near the top ofthis hill is an ex- 
cavation in the earth, now probably ten or 
twelve feet deep and of an oblong shape, and 
about thirty feet im length. The oldest set- 
tlers can give no account of this shaft. 

There are two stories in regard to it. One is 
that it was dug out as afort by the first white 
men as a protection against the hostile In- 
dians, while the others think it is a shaft sunk 
by the Indians in search of precious metals. 
This section of Oconee county abounds in 
mineral wealth. Iron, mica, and even silver 
isfound. ‘The water power in High Shoals 
was first developed for iron works, the ore be- 
ing taken from Judge Thompson's place in 
Morgan county, and the Stephen Jackson 
place, in Oconee county. 

One of the largest deposits of mica in this 
section is found on Mrs. 'Thomas’s place, and 
during the mica excitement about a year ago, 
Mr, .J.N. Ridgeway secured a mineral] lease on 
her land and went. to considerable expense to 
develop it. He sunk two shafts, one near the 
old hole described, and another im a field about 
a mile distant. The shafts are about twenty- 
five feet in depth. Near the old hole, after 
boring for some depth he struck a rock, and in 
which he made several blasts, the powder 
throwing rock with veins in it as black as ink. 
A gentleman took some of these stones to At- 
lanta and had them examined, and the chem- 
ist prouonnced it silver ore of an excellent 
quality. Mr. Ridgeway intends toexamine fur- 
ther into this matter and will clean out the old 
shaft to discover its depth and for what pur- 
— it was sunk. _Hesays he has more confi- 

ence in the mica than the silver ore, as he 
has developed the former mineral sufficient to 
know that it exists in large quantities.

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Ss About Home Markets. 

Some of the arguments of the free-trad- 
ers areas preposterous as their theory is 
impracticable. Tue ConstrruTion has 
been urging that the great need of the 
gouthern farmers is home markets, so that 
they may be able, by diversifying their 
crops, by raising fruits, vegetables and 
other garden produce, by producing milk, 
butter, chickens, eggs, to pocket the money 
they receive for their cottton, or to make 
money even if they raise no cotton. 

Commenting on something THE ConsTI- 
TUTION has said on this all-important ques- 
tion, the Courier-Journal makes this queer 
argument: 

The home market pleais a delusion; the home 
market is ours anyhow. England cannot send 
greens to Memphis. Countries flourish and cities 
grow when al] classesare prosperous. Today the 
farming class is kept cown bya tariff which re- 
stricts the farmers’ market. The tariff does not fix 
the price of cotton: that is fixed in Liverpool. The 
@ariff increases the cost of raising cotton, corn and 
wheat, it taxes everything that is used in the cul- 
tivation of the crop; everything usedin building 
fences, barns and houses; everytUdag used in mak- 
ing wagons and carts. 4 

The home market pleaadelusion! The 
home market ours anyhow! This is the 
port of foolish talk that General Miles, a 
practical and suecessful farmer, protested 
against in his eloquent remarks before the 
Farmers’ Interstate convention. The home 
market ours anyhow! This is as much as to 
say that the farmers who live near the in- 
dustrial centers would have home markets 
if the policy of protection had never built 
up these industrial centers. ‘‘England can- 
not send greens to Memphis.’’ This is true, 
indeed, nor can the southern farmer send 
greens to Memphis who has no Memphis to 
Bend it to. 

‘“*The home market is ours anyhow,”’ but 
there are thousands—yea, tens of thousands 
of farmers in the south who are compelled 
to depend on cotton as the money crop. 
Some of these are prosperous, because they 
have the business sense—we may say the 
common sense to raise their supplies at 
home, but the majority of them are gradu- 
ally growing poorer every year. 

It is easy enough for the small politician 
and the whipper-snapper editor to rise up 
and tell this despairing class that it is the 
tariff that is keeping them poor; but sensi- 
ble men know better. Farmers who are 
gagacious enough to raise their own sup- 


| ‘sei which isthe very essence of protec- 
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ion, are not only getting along very well, 
but are making money. Farmers who have 
home markets not only raise their own sup- 
plies, but something to sell, and in this way 
they are enabled to save money. 

‘‘We have our own home markets, any- 
how;’’ butif the industries of Atlanta, 
large and small, had not built the city up, 
the farmers around here would have to sell 
their greensJin Memphis, and they would 
make about as much at it as the farmers of 
England. 

The arguments of the Courier-Journal 
are absurd, but they are no more absurd 
than the other arguments in favor of free- 
trade. i

Fall Trade. 

According to New York advices the fall 
trade has opened briskly in the metropolis, 
and all the indications are cheering. The 
southern demand for goods is unusually 
Jarge, and the demand from the west and 
northwest is also good, but with the ele- 
ment of uncertainty on account of the se- 
vere droughts in some localities, collections 
throughout the country during the summer 
have been exceedingly good. 

The dry goods merchants say that pay- 
ments have been better within the last sixty 
days than at the same time in five or six 
years. The dry goods interest is better off 
than it has been in years. 

The big grocers say that the outlook is 
bettcr than it has been for three years. The 
south and southwest are buying more freely. 
The inter-state commerce act injures busi- 
ness with the far west to some extent. 

In the boot and shoe, and hardware lines 
there is the same report of unusually large 
orders fromthe south. In New York the 
southern crop prospect is considered re- 
markably fine, with the exception of a few 
localities. Upon the whole, the fall trade 
is opening most promisingly.

Speculators Squelched. 

Secretary Fairchild has just succeeded in 
smashing a well laid scheme to squeeze the 
United States treasury. 

On the third of August the secretary an- 
aounced that proposals for the sale to the 
treasury of government 44 per cents would 
be received on Wednesday, August 10, and 


-onevery Wednesday thereafter until further 


notice. 

"This was the cuc to the speculators. They 
supposed that the secretary would accept 
the quotations of 44 per cents as their real 
value, and they at once proceeded to run up 
the quotations. 

The day before the announcement of the 
gecretary, 44 per cents were worth 107§ for 
registered, and 1084 for coupon bonds, 
Just one week thercafter these bonds were 
quoted at an advance of over2 per cent. The 

-mext day the secretary had offered to him 
$5,462,000 at prices ranging from 110 to 112. 
One lot of $260,000 was offered at 110. ‘To 
the surprise of the speculators Secretary 
Fairchild accepted this lot and rejected all 
the others. 

The bond bulls concluded that the secre- 

y was willing to pay 110 for allthe bonds 
that could be offered and they dropped to 
Bust gure, Last Weduesday several mil- 


lions of bonds were again offered, but in- 
stead of paying 110, the secretary bought 
$2,500,000 at 109.44 and refused to go above 
that price. : 

This completely demoralized the specula- 
tors. They found that they were not so 
shrewd as they had supposed. The 44 per 
cents have dropped to where they were 
before the secretary advertised for them. 
Some of the fellows who tried to bull them 
are ahead in experience, but considerably 
behind in cash. ws

Why People Go Mad. 

Dr. Talcott, the superintendent of one of 
the New York insane asylums, has recently 
made public some very interesting facts and 
figures connected with insanity, its causes 
and prevention. 

The doctor says that “in 1850 there was 
one insane person in 1,545 of native, and 
one in 1,095 of foreign birth in the popula- 
tion of this country. In 1880 the ratio was 
one insane in 662 of native birth, and one 
in 250 of foreign birth.” 

It will be seen from these figures that un- 
less something is done to check the progress 
of insanity our people will have to be 
fenced in or locked up, in the course of a 
few generations. 

The causes of insanity the doctor ascribes 

to our modern system of education, early 
rising, tobacco, alcohol, hard work, glut- 
tony, late hours, and exciting amusements. 
He says that our schools destroy the mental 
and physical health of the pupils and turn 
them into imbeciles. Of early rising he 
says: 
This habit was originally formed o* forced by our 
Puritan forefathers in New England. Probably 
many of us can remember the rude shocks by which 
we were awakened, when youngsters, early in the 
morning, and before our brains and bodies were 
sufficiently recuperated by sleep from the exhaus- 
tions and excitements of the previous day. Some 
of uscan remember that rousing old command: 
“Get up, now, right away, or you can’t have any 
breakfast!”’ 

There wasa command, coupled with a threat, 
and applied in such a manneras to kindle in the 
heart of the sleeping lion (or rather boy) the fierce 
fires of a stubborn resistance. The inalienable 
rights of growing boyhood had been invaded, and 
the hot, burning passion of anger was excited in 
the heart of the boy at the very outset of another 
day’s experience. When roused from sleep by such 
a startling injunction, the boyish victim remained 
‘‘as mad as a March hare” all day. A peremptory 
command to get up when one’s sleep is as yet un- 
finished is a command which grinds the soul, 
curdles the blood, swells the spleen, upsets all good 
intentions, and disturbs for an entire day the men- 
tal activities of a boy, just as a tornado disturbs and 


levels with advancing ruin a forestof mighty pines, 
“ od *. a * « . 


A person who wakens suddenly, shakes himself 
and jumps out of bed as if he were struck by light- 
ning will certainly injure hisown brain if he con- 
tinues that habit for a sufficient Iength of time. 
The sudden filling of the blood vessels by too sharp 
activity after waking will in time produce relaxa- 
tion, or possibly rupture, in the wallsof the cerebral 
vessels, A person should waken himself slowly, 
and should rest a short time after waking, indulging 
in some light, general mental operation, just 
enought to stimulate to normal activity the brain 
forces before he rises from the recuznbent position. 

But isolation and seclusion are just as bad 
as early rising. People who look on the 
bright side of life and seek companionship 
rarely go mad. 

It is disappointing to be told that the only 
way of preventing insanity is to ‘‘system- 
atically train, educate and strengthen prop- 
erly the physical, mental and moral forces 
of the young.”’ In an age when the young 
are almost entirely turned over to the state 
for intellectual and moral education it is 
difficult to see how the proper training can 
be secured. Dr. Talcott’s declaration that 
no case of insanity should ever be consid- 
ered chronic or incurable will gladden the 
hearts of many. In his opinion judicious 
treatment will cure most of the cases that 
are generally pronounced hopeless,

The Greatest Phrenologist. 

Professor O. S. Fowler, who died the other 
day at the age of seventy-eight, did more 
than any man of the age to advance the 
science of phrenology. He gave his life to 
the study of his favorite hobby, and as a 
lecturer, editor and author, he made himself 
one of the best known men in the country. 

An incident in Fowler’s early career is 
worth relating, and it will confirm tie faith 
of the believer in phrenology. When he 
established himself in New York, sometime 
in the thirties, Aaron Burr was still living. 
On one occasion, when Fowler’s eyes were 
blindfolded, Burr was brought in te be ex- 
amined. The phrenologist was not told the 
name of his subject, and he commenced 
feeling his head in an indifferent way. As 
he proceeded he became excited. 

‘*‘This man,’’ he said, ‘‘would have made 
a@ great orator, a great lawyer, a great 
soldier, a leader of men. Under some cir- 
cumstances he would have made a second 
Napoleon. Why, this man is a genius! 
Who can he be? What is his name?’’ And 
the young professor tore off his handker- 
chief and looked eagerly into the shining 
eyes of the most brilliant aud magnetic 
American of his day. 

Whether Fowler read others as accurately 
as he did Burr, we cannot say. He madea 
great reputation, however, and sustained it 
to the last.

It is to be feared that we are not suf- 
ficiently alive to our interests in South 
America, Our hopes of a commercial union 
with that vast region will be disappointed if 
we allow the European powers to obtain a 
firm foothold there, The British have no

Epitors Constitution: In several com- 
munications published in recent issues of Tur Con- 
STITUTION, I have pointed out the insufficiency of 
the system adepted in the office of tax receiver of 
this county to require full, equal and fair returns of 
property for taxation. I have directed the atten- 
tion of the public to the fact that, owing to this svs- 
tem, @ very large amount of property, bcth real and 
personal estate, escapes taxation altogether, and 
many persons who should pay taxes fail to do so 
and in some instances make their boasts about it. J 
suggested a plan which will, in a great measure, do 
away with this evil and correct the gross injustice 
done to th honest taxpayer. 

The county commissioners, while recognizing the 
necessity of some action in the matter, seem to be 
groping entirely in the dark, if the informa- 
tion given the public, that they had ordered a new 
map of the county made at once, with the view that 
“this will facilitate the collection of taxes,” is eor.

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MEXICAN WAR VETERANS. 


One Who Knew ‘Joe Brown, Abe Lincoln, 
Jeff. Davis, and Others. 


From the Richmond Dispatch. 


One of the cases on the police court docket 
yesterday morning was that of Randolph Alexan- 
der, chamel with vagrancy and trespassing on the 
premises of the Byrd street station. When 
Fergeant Thomas, crier of the court, called the case 
an old man, decrepit, careworn, and seedy, with 
uncombed white locks hanging about his head, long 
clin whiskers, poorly dressed, and with a slouch 
hat, came limping out of the prisoner’s pen, took 
his stand in front of Justice Richardson, and said, 
““My name is Cornelius Alexander, if you please.”’ 

Sergeant Seal stated to the court that he was call- 
ed on Wednesday afternoon by Major Myers to re- 
move the old man from the station, where he was 
was very disorderly and creating a great disturb- 
ance. He arrested himon the charge of being a 
vagrant, 

In response to questions propounded by Justice 
Richardson, the old man said that he was a native 
of Ireland, was a graduate of law, and practiced in 
the courtsof England and Ireland until he wes 
forced to give up practice on accourt of his il 
health. Hecame to this country in 1829, hved for 
some years in Quebec, then locaid in Alabama, 
fought through the Mexican war under Winfield 
Scott, and was also in the confederate army, a pri- 
vate in ‘h> Fifth Louisiana brigade, and was wound- 
ed at the battle of Shiloh. 

He talked of ex-Governor Joe Brown, of Georgia, 
Abraham Lincoln, Jeff Davis, Henry Clay, and 
others, as though he knew them intimately. He 
said he was cighty-seven years old, having been 
born in 1800, and his conversation bore testimony 
that he had seen better days. Hesaid he was on 
his way to Washington to see a man who owed him 
a sum of money. 

Justice Richardson handed him a dollar and told 
him he might go. He received the money with grati- 
tude beaming in hiseyes and left the courtroom 
with a smile cn his face. 


Under Guard of His Honor.

An old local history of Pennsylvania, now 
out of print, contains the following anecdote, which 
gives us a new incident in Washington’s life: 

During the ‘“‘whisky insurrection’ in western 
Pennsylvania in 1792, the leader, Bradford, acquired 
& powerful infilnence over a wealthy farmer named 
John Mitchel, and drew him deeply into the con- 
spiracy. Mitchel was a young, enthusiastic man, 
with a  autiful home, a wife and one child. 

The conspirators believed that information of 
their plans had been sent from the little village of 
Washington, in Pennsylvania, to the president. 
Bradford persuaded Mitchel that the letters conta‘n- 
ing this information were in the mails, and must be 
seized as an act of military necessity. 

Robbery of the mails was then an offense punish- 
able by death, but Mitchel, convinced that he was 
risking his life to serve his country, joined by two 
other men, stopped the wagon ona lonely road be- 
tween Washington and Pittsburg, and carried the 
mailbag to Bradfoid’s house. It was opened, the 
damaging letters were taken out and the rest were 
returned to the postoffice at Pittsburg. 

When the insurrection was quelled, all the lead- 
ers escaped excepting John Mitchel, who rode into 
camp, and, finding General Morgan, gave himself 
u 


p. 

“T have been a fool,’’ he said. “I see that plainly. 
I am ready to bear the punishment of my folly.”’ 

General Morgan, who knew that he had been de- 
ceived by Bradford, was annoyed that he had not 
made his escape with him. He believed Mitchel to 
be at heart an honest man, and, with the rest of the 
county, liked and respected him; but knowing that 
if he was brought to trial the punishment would be 
death, he determined to give him a chance to es- 
cape. 

“You cannot be tried here,”’ he said. “I will give 
you a pass to Phi alelphia. Report yourself there,”’ 

“T am to have « guard’, 

“No, none.”’ 

The general turned on his heel and walked away. 
He intended and expected Mitchel to fly as soon as 
he had reached the wilderness, but the your g farm- 
er's honor was astricter guard than soldiers would 
have been, and drove him without flinching to his 
death. 

He bade farewell to his wife and child, and start- 
ed alone on horseback to Philadelphia. It was a 
three week's journey, at any hour of which he 
could have escaped. He reported himself as a pris- 
oner, was tried, convicted and senteneed to be 
hanged. 

When the news reached General Morgan, he sent 
a special messenger to the president, with an ac- 
count of the facts in the case, Washington, it is 
said, was deeply touched, and at once sent a full 
pardon to Michel, with a message to return to his 
wife and child, and to keep clear of conspirators for 
the rest of his life.

Lawyer D. M. Porter came in from 
the country to oppose the motion in behalf of 
Lawyer Malcolm, and Judge Donohue denied 
the motion. 

Johnson and the defendant are said to be 
living at Centre Rutland, Vt., in sumptuous 
style. Johnson’s first wife is reported to be in 
Europe, with her child, living in similar com- 
fort.

EATING HUMAN FLESH. 


Norman’s Mysterious Tale of the Greely 
Expedition. 
From the Chicago Herald. 

There has always been more or less mystery 
surrounding the Greely expedition, and the true 
history of the awful months passed in the arctic 
regions will probably never bemade known. So 
many charges and counter-charges have been 
made and refuted that the general public is un, 
decided whether to accept Lieutenant Gree- 
ly’s record, or the stories told by the adherents 
of Lieutenant Kislingbury. Thereis now in 
Chicago a bluff, hearty Newfoundlander named 
Norman. He isaman about forty-five years 
of age, of fine physique, and bears the marks 
of great exposure to wind and weather in his 
countenance. Captain Norman was icemaster 
of the Proteus when it bore Greely and his 
party to Lady Franklin’s bay in 1881. Heheld 
the same position in the Neptune under com- 
mand of W. M. Beebe the following year, 
when the provisions were cached at Cape 
Sabine. He did not accompany the Proteus 
and Yantic in 1883, when the former foundered, 
owing to the jealousy of the American consul 
at St. Johns. He was a member of the final 
relief expedition, however, and acted as ice- 
master of the Thetis, which was the flagship 
of the small squadron. To him belongs the 
honor of being first to discover the starving 
sufferers, and, in fact, he remained in their 
tent with them alone for nearly an hour before 
others of the expedition reached the spot. 
Captain Norman is reluctant to talk about the 
expedition, but he is supposed to know as much 
of the history of it as any one not a member of 
it. The other night, while playing cards with 
a party of gentlemen, the captain thawed, un 
der the influence of a bottle of rich claret, and 
related several circumstances which have ney- 
er been published heretofore. 

‘‘Yes,”’ said he, as he lighted a fresh cigar 
and leaned back in his chair, “I was the first 
man inside the tent where the survivors were 
found. It —— in this way: When we 
reached Cape Sabine I was detailed to take 
charge of a steam lauch and go to the place 


where we had stored the tng two years 
The Thetis had one of these new- 


revious. 
inn led lauches that wasn’t much good, so we 
took the one belonging to the Bear. Other 


men were sent to another part of the cape to 
look for records. As we rounded the point I 
could see that the provisions had been removed, 
and at once knew that Greely had been there. 
There was a good deal of jealousy between the 
crews of the two vessels, and I made up my 
mind that the Thetis should have the honor of 
discovering the survivors, if any had survived. 
I had a rubber pouch filled with whisky slung 
over my shoulder and a lot of biscuit. When 
the boat landed I — ashore and started 
onarun. I knew the lay of the land, and so 
I was able to get to the cache before any of my 
éompanions. When I found that the provisions 
had been taken away I looked around for some 
traces of the men. About a mile away, across 
a level plain, I could see a small hill, and at 
once started for it. When [had covered about 
half the distance I saw some black object 
crawling along through the snow. At first I 
Thought it was some animal, but on approach- 
ing nearer I recognized Sergeant Long. His 
face was covered with blood; his clothes were 
literally tied on him; his beard was thick and 
matted, and his hair hung down below his 
shoulders.”’ 

‘Ts it you, Norman?’ said he, in a voice so 
thick that I could scarcely understand him. 
‘Thank God!’S 

‘He told me that Lieutenant Greely and six 
others were alive and in a tent a little bit far- 
theron. Igavehim a drink of whisky and 
some biscuits, and he started on to the launch. 
When I got near enough the tent to be heard,I 
shouted out: ‘Cheer up, Greely; we're here 
with two ships to save you.’ The back of the 
tent had been blown down, and I had tocut my 
way in. The poor fellows were lying on the

cult. They acted at first as if they were in a | 


dream and could not believe the evidence of 

their own senses. One man, who was just on 

the point of delirium, looked up at me and 

asked me if I knew his name. 1 knew his face 
erfectly well, and name, too, for that matter, 
ut for the life of me I could not recall it. 

“ ‘T knew it,’ said he, ‘It’s all a dream,’ and 
he began to sob. 

“Just then his name flashed across my mind. 
‘Your name? Why, of course, 1 know it. It's 
Cornell, old chap, and you're worth a whole 
crew of sick men.’ In fact, it took them all 
some time to appreciate the truth. You see, all 
the others just before their death had become 
delirious and would imagine that they had been 
rescued and would talk to their friends just as 
if they were present. Those whom I found 
were deeply impressed with this circumstance 
and were afraid that they were getting in the 
same condition. Sergeant Ellison was lying 
near the center of his tent. His hands and feet 
had been frozen the winter before and had 
dro off—not amputated, but actually 


dropped off. I gavehim a big drink of whisky

with the na pg arms. After awhile-Liea- 
tenant Colwell and two men carrying bags fo 
bread and pemmican came up. I introduced 
Colwell to Greely and said that he was a mem- 
ber of the Garlington expedition which had 
failed to rescue him the year previous. At this 
Greely began to curse and rave. He swore at 
the navy ; said there wasn’t a decent man in it, 
and that he wished it had been the army that 
had come to his rescue. Colwell made no reply, 
as he thought that Greely didn’t know what he 
was saying. Pretty soon a couple of surgeons 
came and men with stretchers and the poor fel- 
lows were taken on board the Thetis.’

Cannibalism wasn't the worst thing that 
happened during the expedition by a long shot,” 
responded Captain Norman, after a moment's 
hesitation. “There was just three bodies out 
of thirteen we found which had not been mu- 
tilated. Private Henry’s head and arms had 
entirely disappeared. “His bones were picked 
as Clean asa child picks a chicken bone; his 
vital organs had been removed; and, in fact, 
there was — anythig left. There was a 
well-beaten path eading from what was left of 
his body to the tent. You conld see where thick 
strips of flesh had been cut from Lieutenant 
Kislingbury’s thighs, just as a butcher cuts a 
steak, The others, too, were horribly mutilated, 
but there 8 no use of going into particulars. 
You can’t judge of men in their condition as 
you could if they were in civilization. Just 
think of it, going for months without having 
water to wash their faces in. The men, how- 
ever, all protested they had not eaten human 
flesh and boasted that some of them had died 
of starvation rather than resort to such ex- 
tremities. When I told Commander Schley 
the condition in which some of the bodies 
were found he told me to keep the matter as 
quiet as possible and not let the men know 
anything about it. The bodies were taken 
aboard nips and placed in alcohol. A wooden 
ball was placed on Henry’s neck and two 
wooden sticks made to represent his arms. 
Clothes were wrapped around them to conceal 
the deception, and in this way he was buried 
on Governor’s Island. An attempt was made 
to observe the utmost secrecy in the matter 
and when Portsmouth was reached no one was 
allowed to see the bodies and the survivors 
themselves were taken ashore to the navy yard 
and sutrounded by a cordon of sentinels so that 
no one could approach them without permis- 
sion. I think that it was this attempted secre- 
cy that made people think that something was 
wrong, and which finally caused a portion of 
the truth to leak out.”’ 

‘“‘What did you mean by saying that canni- 
balism wasn’t the worst thing about the expe- 
ag ?” inquired one of the gentlemen pres- 
ent. 

“‘Whatbecame of Dr. Pavy? How did Lieu- 
tenant Kislingbury die? Why was Private 
Henry shot? All these things will come out 
in due time. I believe that Dr. Pavy was 
killed. I never could get a satisfactory explan- 
ation of Kislingbury’s death. If Henry was 
shot for stealing, why was it that he was the 
only manso punished? They all stole from 
the store of provisions. I found nearly twenty 
pounds of tea hidden away in different places, 
which the thieves had been too weak to go af- 
ter or had been unable to find after it had been 
hidden. Ithink the expedition was badly 
managed from beginning to end. Lieutenant 
Kislingbury was under arrest from the day he 
landed in Lady Franklin’s bay until he died. 
Dr. Pavy was also under arrest the greater part 
of the time. In fact, Lieutenant Greely was 
not on speaking terms with any of his commis- 
sioned officers. The night of the rescue the 
private diary of one of the men was found. I 
saw it and read a few pages of it, which gavea 
very different version of the expedition from 
that given in the published reports. That diary 
disappeared the next day, and I don’t know 
what has become of it. I’ve had letters from 
Greely and Brainerd both in regard to it, ask- 
ing me if I knew where it was or who had it. 
I don’t think it has been destroyed, and I be- 
lieve that it will be brought to light one of 
these days, and if it everis you may look out 
for #sensation.

To use his own words: “I am no 
hog—I know when I have enough.’”’ 

t is needless to add that the other clubs in 
the league do not agree with Birmingham and 
the efficient president will remain where he is 
just as long as he will consent to do so. 

The Thistle is lying at anchor in American 
waters, waiting for her chance to contest for 
the international challenge cup, which the 
America brough over in 1851. After the suc- 
cessive defeats of the Genesta by the Puritan 
and the Galatea by the Maytiower, in 1885 and 
188%, a syndicate of Clyde yachtsmen, headed 
by the Messrs Bell, sent notice to this country 
that it was their intention to build a yacht to 
race for the America’s cup. That yacht is the 
stee! cutter Thistle, designed by Mr. George L. 
Watson, of Glasgow, and built by Messrs. 
Henderson & Son, of Patrick-on-the-Clyde. 
Her dimensions are: Length on water line, 85 
feet: beam, 20 feet, 3 inches; depth of hold; 14 
feet. 1 inch. With Captain Barr as sailing 
master, she began her racing career on My 28th, 
by winning the race from Southend to Har- 
wich, defeating Genesta and Irex by almost 
two and three-quarters hours. At Harwich 
she missed the outer mark in a fog, Irex win- 
nine. with Genesta second. In the run back 
Thistle finished first, but Lrex 
saved her time allowance and won. Off the 
mouth of the Thames she won two matches, 
beating Irex by seventeen minutes in a fifty- 
mile course. She finished first in the second 
match, buton time allowance Wenden and 
Neptune were placed first and second. In the 
race from the Nore to Dover Thistle ran 
into a calm and was left  be- 
bind. Off Dover she beat Irex by five minutes. 
A shift was made to Liverpoo watersl, where 
Thistle beat Lrex twenty-five minutes forty-two 
seconds, in the Royal Mersey club race. In 
two races given by the Northern Yacht club, 
Thistle again beat Irex, the first time by four 
minutes and thirty-eight seconds and the sec- 
ond time by two minutes and eight seconds. 
At the Mudhook regatta Thistle beat Lrex b 
eighteen minutes. In the Royal Clyde an 
other regattas on the Clyde Thistle defeated 
Irex five times, the difference in time being 
from two minutes to ten minutes. That she is 
the bes boat owned in British waters is an 
assured fact, and various estimates have been 
made as to her superiority over the Genesta, 
which is taken to be not quite equal to the 
Puritan. The Thistle has thus far shown her- 
self about as much faster than the Genesta 
as our unbeaten Volunteer is faster than the 
Puritan. The coming race between the crack 
English and American yachts is thus likely to 
be the closest and most exciting contest that 
has cyer occurred for the America’s cup. May 
the best boat win—especially if she carries the 
ted, white and blue.

THE SAW MILL ROAD, 

In connection with their lumber interests 
McDonough & Co. have a short railroad used 
to connect their mill with the East Tennessee 
road, and also forthe purpose Of transporting 
what are called “stocKs,’’ the uttsawed logs to" 
the mill. Several locomotivesand a number 
of Cars are necessary to this work, and in con- 
sequence the firm employs a namber of com- 
petent -engineers to run the lecomotives. 
Among those employed bythe firmas an en- 
a was Andrew.J.' Ford, formerly of At- 
atita, born and raised here, and well known 
to a large number of people. ‘Friday morning 
Mr. Ford got on his -engine and started out 
with.the train for the day’s work. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

After going some miles, Mr. Ford stopped 
the engine for the purpose of allowing the 
hands to fix the track in front, a broken rail 
having been reported. A number of choppers 
were on board the train and these were ordered 
forward to assist in the work. Among the 
hands was a young negro named John Pink- 
ston, about twenty-three years of age, black as 
the ace of spades, five feet six inches high, 
with side whiskers, and with a dogged, sullen 
look. Pinkston was a new hand, and had been 
working only a few days. Whenthe other 
hands were ordered to go ahead and fix the 
track, he lagged behind. Engineer Ford saw 
that he had not gone forward in obedience to 
orders, so he told him the second time to go on 
and assist the others. The negro replied that 

HE WAS NOT GOING TO DO TT. 

Engineer Ford was in a pleasant humor, and 
replied to the fellow by saying, ‘Very well! if 
you don't go ahead you will not ride on this 
train any more.’’ The engineer then got off 
his engine for the purpose of assisting in the 
work. As soon as Mr. Ford stepped off the en- 
gine and proceeded a few steps, the negro 
Pinkston made at him with Fan ax; Engineer 
Ford had nothing to defend himself with, and 
he turned around for the, purpose of getting on 
his engine ‘where he could protect himself 
from the negro. Justas he was about to mount 
the step his feet slipped and he fell, catching 
upon his knees, and while he was in that po- 
sition the negro 

DEALT HIM A FEARFUL BLOW 
ou the head with the sharp edge of the ax. 

As he was in the act of repeating the blow, 
the fireman halloed at him, Which seemed to 
frightem him, and he dropped the ax, and made 
off, taking to the woods. The fireman assisted 
the wounded engineer to his cab, and then 
immediately uncoupled the locomotive from 
the train. Notwithstanding the sharp edge 
of the ax had been sunk squarely upto the 
hiltin his skull, making the most frightful 
wound, Engineer Ford, with the pluck of the 
brotherhood, held his head tegether with one 
handand ran hisengine with theother for 
nearly ten miles. The pain and loss of blood 
made him faint and he fell to the floor of his 
cab. 

IN AN UNCONSCIOUS CONDITION. 

His fireman ran the engine on to Surrency, 
where the wounded man was conveyed to his 
home, and medical attention calledin. The 
brain had oozed out from the frightful wound 
in a large quantity, and Mrs. Shivers, the 
wounded man’s sister, said last night that he 
musthave lost at least two or three spoonfuls of 
brains. His sisters in Atlanta were tele- 
graphed for, and went down, reaching Sur- 
rency on Monday. Ferd had become delirious, 
and strong men ‘were required to hold him in 
bed; no chance was thought to exist for his 
recovery, and last Saturday he began to sink. 
It was then determined to bring him to At- 
lanta. This was accomplished with but little 
trouble, as the wild delirium had been suc- 
ceeded by a comatose condition. The wounded 
man Teached the city yesterday morning, and 
was iminediately carried to160 Mangum street, 
the residence of Mr. Tom Shivers, his brother- 
in-law.

GLOWING TRIBUTES TO A GREAT MAN.

The speaker 
drew a beautiful picture of'the influence of a 
mother’s love, which inspires the son to great 
efforts in this life, keeping always in his mind 
the precepts ‘to do what is godly and 
tightand called attention to the fact that 
Judge Cowan 80 . shaped his ‘life 
that he died mourned alike by the Christian 
world and the order of which he was such a 
consistent and conspicuous member.

MR, FULTON COLVILLE. 


Knight Fulton Colville, of Red Cross lodge 
No. o4, was next called upon, and he 
gave a short biographical sketchof Judge 
Cowan. Mr. Colville ‘commenced  »b 
referring to the birth of the late judge, which 
occurred in Virginia in 1833, in the 
house occupied at one’ time by Stonewall Jack- 
son.

Judge Cowan then left his old home and 
went to Texas, remaining in that state, how- 
He concluded to try 
his fortunes in Kansas City, but found that 
city uncongenial to his tastes, and from there 
he moved to St. Louis, where he remained 
until his death. 

It was in the latter city that Judge Cowan 
became so closely identified with the order of 
the Knights of Pythias. It was the one great 
aim of the judge’s life, the speaker said, to 
bring the order to a high standard of 
perfection, and how well he succeeded 
is known to those people who are identified 
with theorder. The simplicity of his charac- 
ter, the truthfulness of his conduct, inspired 
confidence and added. greatly to the gratify- 
ing result. While personally unknown to 
most members of the order, he was known to 
all through his noble-acts and deeds. He was 
a perfect Christian, continued the speaker, 
and died believing in his God, and ‘was one of 
the grandest lights in the Pythian order. 


SUPREME REPRESENTATIVE ‘BRANDT. 


Hon. Adolph Brandt, supreme representa- 
tive, was the next speaker. He began by say- 
ing that he felt extremely mortified of his in- 
ability to do justice to the ‘memory of 
Judge Cowan, to whom, of all others, 
Pythians are indebted to the success of the or- 
der, the man whose brains and manhood and 
intelligence has made it one of the foremost in 
the world. Colonel Brandt said that Judge 
Cowan was a magnificent specimen of man- 
hood, being six feet three inches tall, and 
weighing about 270 pounds. He possessed an 
open countenance, was as brave and fearless as 
a lion, but withal as gentle asa child. Judge 
Cowan's devotion to duty was remarkable. He 
was 2 man among men—a Pythian among 
Pythians. He knew of no man, said the 
speaker, Who was more worthy of the glowing 
tributes that had already been spoken. At the 
time of his death, Judge Cowan was in his 
fifty-eighth year, and few lives have been so 
well spent. a

The commissioner was not 
only far away and without apy communication 
in this case, but he never attempted, in the 
8 htest degree, to modily crop reporting 
sults for any cans peg 

Mr. Dodge said he was arraigned in obedi- 
ence to ge clamor, charged with making 
estimates in certain western states smaller 
than had been made for years, but yet too 


pom to suit the present view of the committee | 
I 


its clients. He was charged with making 

such estimases without a scrap of informatio: 
on the subject from any quarter. He had over- 
whelming data which must be satisfactory t 
thecom mittee for the disproval of such charges. 
Really, the charge of a high estimate was an 
afterthought. Virtually he was held responsi- 
ble for the effects of. the drouth, of which he 
had no knowledge whatever until nearly a 
month after the oricinal returns of acreace 
were made. He could furnish authority for 
the estimate and could show that the acrea 
was not the area grown and to which to! 
men now refer. He had early 
that the comparative acreage was 
fully roported, and in tobacco, which 
heavily taxed, the failure is most conspicnous. 
For example, the cotton acreage, now assumed 
to be eighteen millions, would have been 
searcely ten if the returns had been accepted 
without revision. Between 1570 and 1500 the 
extracrdinary underestimate of tobacco at- 
tracted his attention and became a source of 
anxiety. The census results of consumption 
and distribution showed how much too low 
the originals were. They required an addi- 
tion of 38 per cent to the area and 30 per cent 
to the product. An example of this tendency, 
which would be appreciated, was to be found 
in the fact that the auditor of Kentucky pub- | 
lished the sworn returns of assessors for 1579, 
making an aggregate of 100,850,426 pounds as | 
the product of the state. Enumerators found | 
1,171,120,784 pounds, and the commercial | 
movement verified the result. It therefore re- | 
quired an addition of 56 per cent to the state 
returns to make the census aggregate. If the 
State authorities failed to make full returns by 
56 per cent and all previous returns had been 
defective, on what authority was his right 
denied to make any allowance in revision, such 
as proved to be necessary? 

Mr. Dodge then explained his method of
